RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

Document Al discloses technology to newly provide a plurality of electronic office 
terminals, requiring the following procedures. First, the dealer's serviceperson in charge 
confirms the ID information (such as model names and serial numbers) of the terminals and 
writes them down on a document on the customer's premises. The, in the dealer's office, the 
serviceperson registers the written data on a dealer-use site the center server provides on the 
internet. By so doing, the serviceperson acquires passwords issued for the electronic office 
terminals. Subsequently, the serviceperson enters the passwords into the electronic office 
terminals on the customer's premises to make a communication for registering the terminal 
ID information having the passwords attached thereto into the center server as terminal 
information. The center server checks the validity of the terminal information based on the 
attached passwords. 

An English translation of the foreign-language document is not readily available. 
However, the absence of such translation does not relieve the PTO from its duty to consider 
the submitted foreign language document (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609). An English 
language abstract is provided herewith.
